A Thrilling Chapter in the 
History of Odd Fellows. 


It is a cherished privilege to be per- 
mitted to read such a glowing tribute 
ben t order as 
thé follow extract 
from an article in the New Age, enti- 
tled the The Grand Re-union of 
1865,” written by Wm. H. Barnes, P. 
G. M., who was.an eye witness of the 
scene therein depicted. e Grand 
Lodge of Odd Fellows of the United 
States met in Baltimore on Monday, 
Sep-tember 18, 1865, and the ‘‘grand 
love feast” occurred on the followi 
day. The war had ended and Gran 
Sire Veitch had “the un- 
broken unity of the order—that no 
hindrence existed to the full re-estab- 
lishment of former fraternal relations 
—requesting every jurisdiction to 
send up its representatives, and guar- 
anteeing a fraternal greeting to all.” 
And here we leave the writer to tell 
of that eventful session: 

The morning of the 18th came, and 
we assembled at Odd Fellows’ Hall, 
Baltimore. It was my first session, 
and with what mingled emotions, un- 
der the peculiar circumstances, did I, 
in common with my Southern breth- 
ren, take my place at the seat alloted 
tome. On the elevated platform sat 
Brother Vietch, Grand Sire, his face 
beaming with joy; tohis right Brother 
Sanders, D. G. Sire, of New York; 
to his left, Brother Kidder, Grand 
Marshal, of N. H. Above them was 
a life-size picture of Father Wildy,” 
and potraits of the P. G. Sires hung 
around the walls. 

In front of the officers mentioned, 
on a lower platform, with his books 
before him, was the brother whom to 
speak of, means American Odd Fel- 
lowship—the man whose life has been, 
and is so interwoven every thread of 
the web and woof of our Oder, that to 
separate them is impossible—James 
L. Ridgley! To his right, the genial 
Treasurer of the Grand Lodge, Joshua 
Vansant; to his left, the honored and 
venerated Chaplain, Rev. I. D. Wil- 
liamson. How vividly does that scene 
present itself, as I write, although 
twelve years have passed since then, 
and many eyes that sparkled in life 
and health that day, — long ago 
been closed in death, their noble own- 
ers crossed the river, and bright an- 
gels have accorded them a welcome 
in another. and better world. Will 
any of the representatives of 65 for- 

et that assemblage? Never, while 
fife and reason remain. 

How solemn and fervent was the 
prayer offered by the Grand Chaplain; 
every word sank into hearing minds, 
that prayer of adoration and gratitude, 
of thankfulness for unbroken unity, of 
supplication for strength and harmony. 
He who uttered it has been called 
home to reap the reward of a long, 
earnest and faithful service, but his 
memory is embalmed in thousands of 
fraternal hearts. 

Reports were submitted, commit- 
tees were appointed, a flood of invita- 
tions from authorities, business men, 
eto., presented; but little done else. 
Under the law jurisdictions failing to 
pay Representatives tax are entitled 
to neither seats, voice, vote or privi- 
lege. For four years the Southern 
States paid no tax, and silent and more 
or less embarrassed, their Representa- 
tives sat at their respective desks.

—a shout that has echoed and re- 
echoed, until to-day half a million of 
men acknowledge its power and love 
to tell its story. Formality, etiquette, 
were not thought of. Hand Reape’ 
hand, heart pulsated to heart. Words, 
looks, thoughts, actions, spoke only of 
love and gladness. It was the time 
in our histery for which all others 
were made. It was the culmination— 
the practical illustration that the 
foundation upon which our temple 
was built are God-given and eternal.

Tariff on Type. 


A matter of great concern to all typos 
is now under agitation in Congress, 
and meets with sharp comment from 
the Western press. It is proposed 
under the new tariff bill to fix the 
duty on news and book type at 15 
cents per pound, which is 40 to 60 per 
cent. ad valorem. The rate on job and 
fancy type is 30 cents a pound, which 
is from 50 to 100 per cent. ad valorem. 
This means simply the exclusion of 
foreign made type from the American 
market, and the printer naturally takes 
much interest in a scheme which, if 
successful, will place him at the mercy 
of American type founders. It is 
urged by the fraternity that it has 
more claims for consideration than the 
founders, because it employs 70 men 
where the foundry employs one. For- 
eign type is now sold at American 
prices, and its makers claim for it 
superiority. It seems that this at- 
tempt at prohibition is a valid argu- 
ment, both in favor of foreign type 
and against the new tariff. Men never 
attempt to exclude inferior articles 
from competition with them, and the 
following additional arguments against 
the proposed tariff seem to us entirely 
sufficient to prevent its passage: 

A tariff duty on type is a tax on 
education and intelligence, and, as 
such, works a positive wrong to the 
country. 

Cheap type means cheap books and 
newspapers; it means cheap and uni- 
versal education. 

The tax on type protects twelve men 
at the expense of twenty thousand 
master printers. We hope the unjust 
tariff may be removed. 


PREPARING ron THE Para ELxc- 
tTion.—Rome, Feb. 9.—Newspapers 
narrate the circumstances of a stormy 
and acrimonious scene at Friday's con- 
gregation of Cardinals, Cardinal Man- 
ning, at the head of the Extremists, 
wishing the Conclave to meet at Malta. 
Even the word ‘‘schism” was uttered. 
Later accounts concur that the minor- 
ity against holding the Conclave at 
Rome is insignificant. The Riforma 
says the Roman and German Cardinals 
wish to elect a Pope of advanced years, 
bnt the Italians one not intimately 
connected with the events of the late 
reign. The Italian Government has 
telegraphed foreign Governments as- 
suring security of the Conclave. 

Contrary to previous arrangements 
the Pope's body was removed to-night 
to the Sistine chapel and thence 
through a covered passage to St. 
Peters, where it will lie in state 
Sunday, Monday and Tuesday. The 
alteration implies a hastening of the 
Conclave. 

London, Feb. 9.—A special from 
Rome says: Prince Bismark has in- 
structed the German Embassador that 
Germany will refrain from all inter- 
ference until a new Pope is elected, 
after which she may take action. 

A Berlin dispatch says if a moder- 
ate Pope is elected Germany is expect- 
ed to make overtures for an pnder- 


standing.

Jail Break. 


A little excitement was created last 
evening at the County Jail, by the 
escape of four prisoners. Being Sun- 
day evening the boys thought that 
they would examine the condition of 
the south wall of the jail. As all 
could not take a hand in the exami- 
nation several quietly seated them- 
selves at the dining table, were beguil- 
ing a few hours away in the harmless 
amusement of card playing. The 
Jailor returned from supper, looked in 
at his innocents, and returned to the 
Sheriff's office. About 7:30 Mr. 
Young heard the jail door rattle, and 
trusty Dan call out that several pris- 
oners were escaping. The news spread 
like wild-fire, and pistols and excited 
search was the sole order of the night. 
The Sheriff force and constabulary 
en rapport were on the qui vive. The 
telegraph operator was kept busy and 
horse flesh suffered. It was soon ac- 
certained that parties indicted by the 
last Grand Jury, had escaped. It 
seems that with two pieces of iron 
one piece very thin and some six or 
eight inches long, the other about two 
and a half feet long and about the size 
of a buggy tire, the bricks were easily 
loosened and removed. The mortar 
is of very poor material, composed 
principally of sand. The wall is some 
twenty inches thick and consists alone 
of brick, poorly held together by most 
common mortar and plastered on the 
inside. The prisoners very soon made 
a hole in the south wall under the first 
window. Through this opening Ah 
Sam, Ah Fong, Ah Ham and John 
Laffin effected their escape. Ah Sam 
and Ah Fong had been indicted for 
grand larceny committed in Wads- 
worth, Ah Ham of burglary at Frank- 
town, and John Laffin, of arson com- 
mitted in Reno. Sam and Fong have 
been captured and placed in a cell. 
One was captured by the rightwatch 
at the Huffaker wood dump. The fel- 
low came near being turned loose, but 
Wm. Ross searched the Celestial ref- 
ugee and found on his person the in- 
dictment. Ah said that he had kept 
the indictment because ‘‘maybe so he 
get in trouble sometime that help 
him. The other Chinaman was taken 
by Deputy Sheriff Ike Chamberlain 
and Officer Thomes at Geo. Andrews’, 
near Mayberry’s. Ah Han, who has 
not been captured, 1s a small China- 
man. John Laffin is an American, 
about 5 feet 10 inches in height; has 
black hair, black whiskers and black 
eyes; weighs 180 pounds, and is about 
31 years of age. He has worked as a 
section hand on the C. P. R. R. on 
nearly every railroad section between 
this place and Sacramento. Sheriff 
Lamb and force are out in scarch of 
the missing prisoners, and it is thought 
will capture them within a day or two. 
Our jail is really a very poor one. 
Any prisoner can escape from it in 
less than half an hour's time. In its 
present condition all criminals above 
petty larceny thieves must be kept in 
a cell or fettered in order to insure 
their remaining in custody.
